YANKEE GREED AND SUGAR, 


Something New Unearthed in the 
 Hawall Matter. 


A Supposed Dispatch from Princess Kaiu- 
lani’s Guardian to Her Father 
Found in a New York 
‘Hotel. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 7 

New York, March 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| A morning paper 
claims to have unearthed something 
new in the Hawaiian eines and this 
is the story: 

A supposed dispatch from Princess 
Kaiulani’s guardian to Father Cleghorn 
has been discovered in the Brevoort 
House. The message, if genuine, is 
fraught with importance. It reads: 

To Cleghorn, British Consulate, Honolulu: 
Suggest Vic to Blount. Talk Yankee greed 
and sugar. 

{Signed} DAVIES. 

On Wednesday while Will- 
iam M, Awl of Pittsburgh was writing 
in one of the general rooms of the ho- 
tel, he observed a telegraph form stick- 
ing between the desk and wall. On ex- 
amination it proved to be the dispatch 
above quoted. Anink biot had fallen 
across the words, ‘‘British Consulate,’’ 
which may have been the reason why 
the form was discarded. Awl showed 
the message to the hotel clerks, but de- 
clined to let it go out of his possession. 
The clerks were inclined totreat the 
matter asa jest, although they were 
forced to admit that the handwriting 
bore a striking resemblance to that of 
Mr. Davies. The hotel telegraph oper- 
ator declined to say whether she had dis- 
patched any such message. 

A gentleman acquainted with Davies 
and Hawaiian affairs was shown a copy 
of the message, and said: ‘‘ ‘Vic’ in 
the message is undoubtedly meant for 
Victoria, that being Princess Kaiu- 
lani’s first name. The Cleghorn ad- 
dress is probably Archibald Cleghorn, 
Kaiulani’s father. Reading between 
the lines, I should say, Davies suggests 
to Cleghorn to see Commissioner 
Blount, when he arrives in Hawaii, and 
suggest to him the expediéncy of re- 
establishing a monarchy with Kaiulani 
on thethrone. He also counsels him to 
accuse the Americans of having inter- 
ested motives in asking for annexation, 
and to dwell upon the sugar industry on 
the islands as the probable cause of 
these motives,’’ 

Awl today forwarded the dispatch, 
with the explanatory note, to Secretary 
Gresham.

Some Events That May Oc- 
cur in the Senate. 


Very Little Desire by the Lawmakers 
+ for Protracted Debate. 


Republicans Will Insist Upon Follow- 
ing Precedents Strictly.

has no further communications to make, 
and certain well-known Senators said 
they intend to leave the city regardless 
of the fact whether there will be a re- 
organization or not.

AMBASSADOR PAUNCEFOTE. 


| England's Represenative at Washington 


Promoted. 

Wasuineton, March 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.}] The State Depart- 
ment has received official information 
that Queen Victoria has raised.the rank 
pfSir Julian Pauncefote, her representa- 
tive in Washington, from that of Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary to that of Ambassador, and that 
his credentials as such are on the way 
here. Under the provisions of the Dip- 
lomatic and Consular Appropriation 
Bill of March 1, 1893, President Cleve- 
laniis authorized to confer the same 
rank upon our representative at London. 
Sir Julian Pauncefote will be the first 
Minister to the United States to hold 
the title of Ambassador, but it is highly 
probable that France, Germany, Rus- 
sia and Austria will be prompt to follow 
the example thus set by England, and 
change the titles of their ministers to 
ambassadors, thus necessitating, by in- 
ternational courtesy, a corresponding 
change on our part. | 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA LANDS, 


Secretary Hoke Smith Renders a Decision 
Against the Railroad. 

Wasuineton, March 24.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] Secretary Hoke Smith 
today rendered his first land decision. 
It was the case of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, in which is involved 
the question of the right of that com- 
pany to.lands within its granted limits 
and the limits of the grant to the At- 
lantic and Pacific Railroad Company, 
basing its claim on the ground that the 
latter company never complied with 
the requirements of the grantin the 
matter of locating its road. The Sec- 
retary holds, however, that the South- 
ern Pacific Company has acquired no 
title to the lands in question under its 
grant. This decision operates to open 
these lands, aggregating many thou- 
sands of acres in Southern California, 
to settlement and entrjes. The Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office is 
accordingly directed to take steps 
necessary to restore them to the public 
domain.

SIBERIAN PRISONS. 


Received. 


Deserted by His Ship, a Companion and 
‘Himeelf, are Arrested by Hussian 
Soldiers fad Confined in 
Prison,

San Francisco, March 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Louis A. Paradyce, 
a sailor, who arrived from China on the 
Gaelic, tells a story of horrible treat- 
ment in Siberian prisons. He was a 
sailor on the sealing schooner Mary H. 
Thomas, and with another sailor named 
Wilson went ashore on the coast of 
Kamtchatka to fill water casks. A 
hurricane drove the schooner off and 
the men were left ashore. They had 
no provisions and traveled inland to a 
camp of Russian soldiers. There they 
were seized and accused of being spies. 
They were sent to Carasock, a 
convict station. Paradyce tells of 
horrible cruelty inflicted on prisoners 
there. Although Wilson and himself 
were roughiy treated, they were not 
flogged as other prisoners were. There 
.were about six thousand convicts at the 
station, and every Wednesday those 
who had disobeyed the rules during the 
week were given fifty lashes witha 
knout. A woman about to become a 
mother was knouted, and three hours 
later gave birth to a dead child. f 
the 6000 convicts in the camp.1800 
wore balls and chains. Many men were 
too feeble to walk and were dragged 
along by their companions. The sol- 
diers would prod them with bayonets 
to make them move more quickly. The 
convicts were fed with black bread and 
raw salt meat. Finally Paradyce-and 
Wilson were taken to Vladivostock. 
From there they were sent to the Karo 
gold fields, a fifteen days’ journey. 
They suffered frightfully from hunger 
and fatigue. Wilson gave out and had 
to be carried ina wagon. The United 
States ship Marion arrived at Vladivos- 
tock, and her officers were informed by 
a merchant named Smith of Paradyce 
and Wilson’s fate. The commander of 
the Marion demanded that the prison- 
ers be given up, and after considerable | 
delay this was done. They were taken 
to Shanghai on the Marion and placed 
in a hospital. As soon as Paradyce was 
able to travel he was sent to Hong 
Kong on the Gaelic and then came here. 


NORTHERN PACIFIC’S DEBT, 


A Syndicate Proposition to Take Up Its 
Floating Debt. 

New York, March 24.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Henry Clews, chairman 
of the committee of stock- 
holders of the Northern Pacific Rail- 
road, said, this afternoon: ‘‘The stock- 
holders have made a proposition to the 
management tor taking up the floating 
debt of $9,000,000, and to issue $12,- 
000,000 of collateral trust notes, run- 
ning five years and bearing interest at 
6 per cent.. Thus the company could 
pay off the floating debt and have a 
balance inaddition. Asyndicate stands 
ready to take the whole lot of notes in 
consideration of furnishing the money. 
It desires representation in the board 
of directors, which. would’ necessitate 
the retirement of some of the present 
members. The St. Paul and Northern 
Pacific stock in the company’s treasurv, 
which the management proposed to 
sell, and securities now behind the 
floating debt, could be used as collateral 
for notes.. The St. Paul aud Northern 
Pacific last year earned 8&9 per cent on 
its stock, and it does not seem sound 
financiering to sell so good an asset as

Great Britain’s Welcome to Miss Willard. 
BY LADY HENRY 8OMERSET. 
Remarkable as has been the power of 
our transatlantic friends to attract im- 
mense audiences and ‘awaken British 


and Dwight L. Moody not excepted, 
have evoked more universal interest or 
received a greater ovationthan has 
Miss Frances E. Willard during her 
three months’ stay in England. In this 
age of great convenings, it is not often 
that a single meeting marks an epoch, 
even though it be in the interest of a 
reform that has now forged its way to 
the front in the politics of England’s; 
regnant party, and, mirabile dictu, finds 

a place’'in the Queen’s speech in Par- 
Haihent. This is a statement note- 
worthy indeed, but it is true of the na- 
tional welcome, for it was nothing less, 
accorded to America’s white ribbon 
leader at the recent great meeting in 
Exeter Hall. 

There is perhaps no better gauge of 
the state of public sentiment toward a 
cause or an individual than the attitude 
of an Exeter Hall audience. This 
famous auditorium has been so long the 
battle ground of all religious move- 
ments and reforms, that to the accus- 
tomed eyes of its hibitues the unpre- 
cedented character of that assembly 
was amarvel. Even in the city of Lon- 
don it is not difficult to rally the adher- 
ents of asingle reform, but to convene 
fifty distinct lines of religious, philan- 
thropic and reformatory work is some- 
thing which, so far as I know, has never 
before occurred in the greatest metrop- 
olis of the world. 

On the huge platform were seated 
men and women whose names are house- 
hold words throughout the English- 
speaking race—members of Parliament, 
dignitaries of the church and ladies of 
society, side by side with the leaders of 
the labor movement and the Salvation 
Army. A delegation appointed from 
the Methodist Church, the Baptist, the 
Congregational, the Society of Friends 
elbowed canons of the Established 
Church and temperance leaders of the 
Catholic hierarchy, while the chief Jew-

ized, so great were the crowds demand- 
ing entrance. 

Nothing could exceed the enthusiasm 
with which the speaker of the evening 
was greeted. The vast audience rose 
with a cheer on their lips and waving 
white handkerchiefs in their hands, aad 
for several minutes the expression of 
their admiration seemed as though it 
would never subside. A thrill of pleas- 
ure comes to our hearts when one is 
thus recognized who has toiled ‘so long 
and patiently for others’ weal, for it is 
good, indeed, to pour out the fragrance 
of our welcome, affection and praise, 
and place our tribute in-the warm 
clasp of living hands rather than lay it 
onthe cold marble of a tomb. 

After such a greeting as has been de- 
scribed, it was not an. easy task to or- 


ganize a demonstration worthy to be 
compared with that of Exeter Hall; but 


the United Kingdom Alliance, the 
strongest temperance soeiety in Great 
Britain, proved equal tothe undertak- 
ing. Five thousand persons assembled 
on consecutive eveningsinthe great 
Free Trade Hall in Manchester, the sec- 
ond city in England, and the head- 
quarters of the alliance.

Testimonials were  pre- 
sented by the alliance, and other tem- 
perance societies, and the entire audi- 
ence roseto receive Miss Willard, a 
greeting which was perhaps excelled 
only by the enthusiasm which brought 
them to their feet again, and caused a 
hearty British cheer to echo through 
the historic hall that had witnessed the

Mr. and Mrs. Hanahan are 
from Richmond, Va., where they were mar- 
ried about eighteen months ago, immedi- 
ately after which they came to California, 
stopping first at Los Angeles, where Hana- 
han secured employment at the Argyle Ho- 
tel. After working there a month he se- 
cured another position at the Richelieu 
Hotel, where he remained until last Sep. 
tember, when he removed with his wife to 
this city, since which time both husband 
and wife apparently have lived happily to- 
gether. Mrs. Hanahan wasseen yesterday, 
and -told the following story: -‘John, that’s 
my husband’s name, has been work- 
‘ing for the Santa Ana Valley Fruit 
Company, making orange boxes, and 
on Tuesday. did not work, because 
he said he had s0 many boxes made 
ahead that he would have to wait until 
they were used up. Wednesday morning 
he got up, and started the tire for me to get 
breakfast. . Baby was cross, and I called -to 
him that I would be out to get breakfast in 
a minute, just as soon as I could get baby 

He then came into the bedroom and 
told me to stay with the baby and he would 
get a bite toeat. Ididso, and dropped to 
sleep again, sleeping almost an hour before 
ITawoke. When I got up, I noticed his good 
clothes had been removed and the valise 
was gone. I thought strange of this, and 
asked the landlady of the house if John 
had said anything about going away, as I 
thought perhaps he had to go out some- 
,where for the day. and did not want to 
wake me to tell me.about it, when he saw I 
was asleep, tor baby had beén cross all 
night. The landlady said that he 
had not told her anything about 
going away, but that she saw him 
leaving the house, carrying a valise in his 
Ithen became alarmed, and, upon 
making some investigation found that he 
had taken all his good clothes and several 
‘small pictures from the wall, which he 
prized very highly.

THE ORANGE CROP. . 

It is estimated that the orange product of 
the Santa Ana Valley this year will amount 
to 600 carloads. So far, only about one 
hundred carloads have been shipped. If 
the crop is handled within the next three 
months the valley will have to send out, on 
an average, over five and one-half carloads 
per day, counting seven days in each week. 
In order to take care of this one product 
alone in Southern California, the railroads 
will have to haul, on an average, seventy 
carloads per day for the next three months, 
Sundays included. The continued rains of 
the past few weeks ave largely responsible 
for this crowded state of affairs, but if the 
weather remains favorable from now on, 
the large crop will be handled with but 
little inconvenience.

Live Stock Notes. 

Exclusive corn feeding is the cause of 
more losses of hogs than any other 
thing. It is because corn is perhaps 
one of the hardest grains to digest, un- 
less ground and cooked. Even then it 
is too rich, and liable to be over-eaten, 
thus causing indigestion. It is better to 
feed growing pigs milk, with a mixture 
ofoats and fine wheat middlings, until } 
they are readyto fatten. The best 
pork is made in this way. 

At the experiment station at Guelph, 
Ont., they tested the matter of shear- 
ing lambs before putting up to fattenin 
winter, by shearing one-half of a flock 
December 1 and putting others in the 
the same shed unshorn. The shorn 
lambs ate the same quantity of grain, 
and roots as the others, anda little 
more hay. The cost of animals, feed 
and attendance, was $8,12 per 


$9. 84each. The shearing caused no

Besides the peach and 
plum, it also attacks the cherry and ap- 
ricot, Itis known to occur from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, and x also found 
in Europe, attacking not only the culti- 
vated varieties, but the on ones also. 
Late in the season it manifests itself 
‘in the leaves, causing them to die and 
to fall from the trees before the bud’s 
for the next season’s growth have be- 
come spfficiently matured, and in this 
way the vitality of the dita becomes 
greatly impaired. 

As this fungus attacks the bark as 
well as the leaves, and is present in the 
tree throughout the entire vear, there 
appears be no method whereby the in- 
fested tree can be entirely freed from 
it, and-our efforts should therefore be 
directed toward preventing the fungus

A PIOUS 


The Late Father Canibors and His 
Noble 


Sketch of His Eminent Career—A Long 
Life of Good Deeds and Faithful 
Service in the Cause of 
| the Master. 


[The following authoritative sketch 
has been furnished for publication in 
Tue Times. | 

On the 11th of the prefent month the 
Catholic Church of Southern California 
sustained a heavy loss. in the untimely 
death of the Very Rev. Angelo Delfino 
Casanova, rector of the parish of Mon- 
terey, and vicar forane, or ‘rural dean, 
of the northwestern district of the dio- | 
cese of Monterey and Angeles. 

The deceased ecclesiastic was a ma- 


tive of the archdiocese of Turin, in 
‘Piedmont, Italy, and came to this coun- 
try in the year 1860: 


In the following 
year he was appointed vicar of San 
Juan, to which charge was later at- 
tached that of vicar of the church at 
Pajaro, near Watsonville, where the 
Catholic Male Orphan Asylum now 
stands, On the 17th ofJanuary, 1868, 
he received the appointment of. parish 
priest of Santa Cruz, a post which he 


filled most honorably until the 6th of 
October, 


1868, when: ‘he was trans- 
ferred to Monterey, where .he died, , 
after having been rector of that parish 
for twenty-four years and. five months. 
In March, 1888, he was made vicar 
forane, or rural dean, of the north- 
western district, in addition to his pas- 
toral charge. 

The departed clergyman was the heir 
of a distinguished and very wealthy 
family of Piedmont. Two of his 
younger brothers were officers in the 
Italian army. When the new govern- 
ment commenced to manifest a‘spirit of 
hostility: toward the church, Father 
Casanova prevailed upon his brothers 
to resign their commissions and leave 
the army of the excommunicated King. 
In recompense to them for any loss 
they might sustain in giving up “their 
high military positions he resigned his 
birthright in their favor, contentiug 
himself with a portion of the patri- 
monial funds. With the large amount 
of money thus placed at his disposal, 
Father Casanova was enabled.to per- 
form many actsof charity. In Monte- 
rey, with aid from the parishoners, he 
built a handsome schoolhouse and pas- 


toral residence, and spent a consider- 


able amount in improving and beauti- 
fying the cemetery, the work being 
done withont any expense to the diocese. 

But Father Casanova’s great work 
was undoubtedly the restoration of the 
Mission Church of San Carlos at Car- 
melo. He had long cherished the hope 
of seeing that noble. ruin restored 
and again dedicated to. Christian wor- 
ship, and started a subscriptionto that 
end. The amount realized was, how- 
ever, insignificant in comparison with 
the sum required, ‘as it fell nearly $15, - 
000 short. This heavy deficit was sup- 
plied from Father Casanova’s patri- 
mony, and not, as was falsely stated in. 
one of the Los Angeles papers last year, 
collected by a Spanish-American resi- 
dent of this city.. In this connection 
the following list of subscriptions to- | 
ward the work, copied from the official 
records kept in the archives of the dio- 
cese of Monterey and Los Angeles may 
be of interest.
